Not long ago John River*, one of 

.e oldest guides in the Wisconsin 
north wood*, thought hr needed some 
clay with which to recoink hi* log 
cabin. The spring thaw had taken 
out much of the clay *nd the raw 
winds of April were coining through 
tlie crack* and blowing tlie biuu- 
kets off him at night, relate*- the 
New York Sun. 

He took u spade ami went to a 
piece of muridiy laud in the west¬ 
ern part of Vila* county, and. wad¬ 
ing out into the bog. Ivegan to dig. 
lie went down five feet without strik¬ 
ing any clay, hut found timlH-r and 
took some of it up to examine it.

They hud ouce been hemlock sap¬ 
ling*.

•uurks of I leaver cutting*. The 
grooves made Ity- thr sharp front 
teeth were a* plain us when they 
were made age* ago. 

River- i» all right on bear, wolves 
and deer. Inn no great shakes as a 
geologist. He took some of the tim¬ 
ber* to MitiiH-qua and nsked for ex- 
|iert opinion, lie got u lot of opinion, 
but not any of it expert. Tlie gener¬ 
al notion wn* that the beavers bid 
done the rutting allywhere from 5.INKI 
to 3tUMHi year* ago, 

lu the we-teru pint of Vila* coun¬ 
ty there is no made land except 
• wump or itinr-h land. This is made 
by slow washings front- the hills, 
which, in this instance, were quite 
•i mile away. How long it took the 
ruin* and melting snow* to carry 
down the dirt from the hill* and 
build live feet of earth above tlie 
top timber* of ibc ancient beaver 
dam. tin man run snv. It took u long 
time. 

Tlie wood when tlie guide dug it 
up was apparently ns solid a- u rock; 
iti fact, seemed to Im- semi-petrified. 
It stayrd hard for more than 24 
hour*. Then It began to dry und 
crumble. 

In two day* it vva* so soft that it 
could lie broken by a pinch of the 
tlngrrs. In three days it was a* rot¬ 
ten as uny above-ground punk, and 
In le-« than a week it hail gone Into 
dry dn»t. 

That was a great country for hearer 
as Intr a* years ago. The govern¬ 
ment established a Chippewa Indian 
reservation near there, however, ami 
that meant the death of the beaver* 
und of everything else that wu* not 
swift enough to get out of the way. 
for Indiuns herded on a reservation 
destroy every eatable or sellable 
thing within reach in ami out of sea¬ 
son. There has I teen no beaver trap¬ 
ping to s|teak of in the laic du Flam¬ 
beau waters for 20 year*. 

Rivers, moved by curiosity, hn* made 
some subsequent diggings in the 
marsh, enough to show the extent nml 
direction of the dam. which was a big 
one. rvidriilly obstructing the water* 
of a considerable stream of which not 
a ve-tige remain*. 

AUTOMOBILE EYE DISEASE. 

I'Sal Hldlii U llknst Uaaalr* Hr- 
salts la Mast Ulilrrolsg 
ICrrllH. 

Few people yet reiili/r the risks to 
which unprotected eyes are subjected 
by fast riding iu automobiles. It is 
g* tie ra I ly supposed that goggles are 
worn to exclude part Ides of grit, which 
would irritate, but not seriously in¬ 
jure. the eye. I’rof. A. Edward Ibivia 
calls attention, however, to another 
ami a more important reason for care¬ 
fully shielding these organs when mov¬ 
ing rapidly in an open vehicle, says 
the New Ytuh Tribune. 

One of the most common disease* of 
the eye is conjunctivitis. (l r In Hn muni¬ 
tion of the conjunctiva, which is the 
mucus mem bra nr lining the lids, socket 
and ball of the rye. \Yhrn Inflamma¬ 
tion sets in the blood vessels of this 
nrmhranr become badly congested, 
.mil much time, patience and self-re¬ 
straint are needed to insure recovery. 
One form of tin disorder, says l>r. 
Davis, is produced by the concussion 
of the air combined with the chilling 
effect of the wind, lie indicates symp¬ 
toms by which it differ* from other 
varieties. The Inflammation ia deeper 
seated, reaching the eyeball cither 
than the lid. nml thr discharge is nu re 
watery than in thr ordinary ly |>e. 

Owing to the fact that conjunctivitis 
linger* vexatloitsly, and returns on 
slight provocation, riding in untotm- 
shonld l*e prohibited nnlrs» close-fit¬ 
ting goggles ure worn. The safeguard 
should be adopted, too, before any 
trouble appear*. It is ensier to per¬ 
suade men than woman to use them, 
but both sexes are subject to the dis¬ 
ease. The preservation of their eye¬ 
sight is presumably ns important to 
one a* to the other.

Milk ntensilashould he made of meial 
and have nil joint* smoothly soldered 
so there will lie no seam* where filth 
may accumulate, say* Dairy at d( ream- 
cry. Never allow them to become 
rough or rusty Inside. Do rot lii.nl 
waste products, as skim milk and whey, 
hack to the farm from the butter or 
cheese factory in the same car* used 
for delivering the milk. Use old car* 
for this purpose, ( lean nil dairy uten¬ 
sil* by tlr*i thoroughly rinsing them in 
tepid water; then clean inside and out 
with a lirush and lint water, it which a 
cleaning material is dissolved; then 
iir.*e and lastly sterili/e by boiling 
wntrr and steam. I'scpure wateronly. 
After cleansing keep utensils r verted. 
In pure air and sun. If possible, until 
wanted for use again. In this pap«r 
much Is made of sunlight. This is be¬ 
cause it is a microbe destroy* r. They 
runnot Hve and flourish in the «unlight. 
Darkness Is life to them and disease 
germs. Sunlight and the drouth of a 
year ago last scaaon destroyed nearly 
ull the hog rhotrrn proms In the corn 
and *wlne belt, and this season that 
disease Is very rare there. The most 
dangerous and unwholrsomr room in 
the average dwelling house is the par¬ 
lor. where it is kept darkened to keep 
the carpet from fading or for some 
other trifling matter. It just swarms
